PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


The new season marks the Centenary Year of Australian 
Soccer. But before we contemplate what it will bring, let us 
review briefly the 1983 season in Northern N.S.W. 

While there were conflicts between some member clubs 
and the Board of Directors, the advantages outweighed the 
disadvantages overall and some progress was made 

On the playing field, the triangular Central Coast- 
Weston-Adamstown race for the minor premiership created 
interest right up to the week before the semi-finals and it is 
now history that Central Coast Association took the honours 
in only its second season as a member of the NorthernN.S.W. 
Federation. 

But Weston, after three defeats at the hands of Central 
Coasi, had its revenge with a convincing 3-1 win inthe Grand 
Final in extremely unpleasant weather conditions. 

Weston also added the 1983 Club Championship and the 
Reserve Grade title to its long list of achievements. 

Cardiff too, had an outstanding season, taking the Second 
Division Minos and Major titles and Reserve Grade 
Premiership to add to the Grand Final win it recorded in 1982. 

The successful staging of the Westbury Cup was another 
feather in Cardiff's cap 

Newcastle United, with its future in doubt well before the 
season began, confounded its critics to finish in fifth place in 
the National League Championship. 

lts Youth team won the Grand Final, while its Under 18 
team won the Rosebud Cup to end a creditable year. 

Few major sports can survive in today’s economic climate 
without financial backing and the Federation is extremely 
grateful for the support it received for most of the season from 
Tooth & Co., from Carlton and United Breweries for the Grand 
Final series on September 24, and from the Adamstown 
Rosebud Club for sponsorship of the Under 18 Championship. 

On the representative scene, the Northern N.S.W. Under 
18 team failed in its bid for the 1983 Australian title in 
Canberra. 

But the Under 16 team exceeded expectations when it 
brought back the National pennant from a tough series at the 
Royal Australian Navy establishment, HMAS Cerberus, at 
Frankston in Victoria. 

The ‘‘Meet the Qualifiers’’ nights were successful and 
will probably be repeated, while the Annual Presentation 
Night was considered to have been the best on record 

Progress is being made with the Northern N.S.W. Soccer 
Couneil; Clubs will benefit from the Treloar ball agreement, 
and the installation of the Federation’s computer should begin 
to show its advantages by mid-season. 

It is becoming increasingly clear that the administration 
of soccer generally is undergoing complex changes. 

Marketing, sponsorship, promotion in terms of adverti- 
sing, electronic facilities and legalities are becoming more 
dominant factors in the day-to-day running of the code. 

This means that, in the long term, officials - especially 
those at Board level - will need to possess some kind of 
relevant qualifications to keep the Federation on a steady 
course of progress. 

Without their skills and a measure of diplomacy, the 
Federation's future is not so clear cut.

SECRETARY'S REPORT 1983 


Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 

| am glad in a way that | have the opportunity to give this report 
because modesty might prevent the previous incumbent from telling 
the whole truth - that the Federation has recovered from the mess it 
was in two years ago and is well and truly headed in the right direction. 

It is passing strange that many club administrators do not realise 
the extent to which the present board has changed things for the 
better. Obviously there are problems but, by and large, they are not 
attributable to the shortcomings of the board and certainly not to the 
executive of which | was not a member until recently. 

In 1983, the Federation achieved sponsorship for the first time in 
many years. Our chief sponsor was Tooths and the value to the Fede- 
ration was no less than seven thousand dollars. This was chiefly in the 
form of product sponsorship but that seven thousand dollars exactly 
matched the Federation’s profit for 1983. In 1984, the Federation 
Directors confidently expect a sum of at least similar proportion in 
sponsorship. For the first time in our history, we should have sponsor- 
ship from a firm which carries a great deal of clout with the media, 
particularly television, and which is endeavouring to break into anew 
market. 

Also in 1983, we purchased a computer which is fast becoming 
the focus of attention among the soccer States of Australia. A 
demonstration of programs developed by Newspeak, with whom we 
have an agreement, will be given at the next A.S.F. meeting. It is 
confidently expected that sales of programs will be made not only 
within our code but to bodies in other codes and other sports. It takes a 
certain far-sightedness to make a decision to spend the sort of money 
that makes this possible. Ernie Lamb and Ken McNeil are the men who 
must get the credit for it. You will get the benefit in two ways - 
increased efficiency at our registered office and an actual financial 
saving overall. The computer not only has the capacity to store infor- 
mation and feed it through a print-out machine, it can actually produce 
the matrix for the production of our weekly match program. That is 
another way in which you as club administrators will benefit. 

In Ken McNeil you have the best treasurer this Federation has 
ever had. His keenness and energy are evident in the spate of changes 
you have seen in our accounting. He has turned the Federation from 
an accounting and financial shambles into a thriving business which 
has come to the rescue of two clubs who were on the brink of disaster. 
The clubs may have been struggling to pay their debts, but they paid 
them, and promptly. 

lt is largely due to the effort of Ken McNeil that our fast 
Presentation Night was acclaimed as a huge success by the president 
of the A.S.C., Sir Arthur George. He was most impressed. You may not 
have been impressed when you were levied ninety dollars for tickets. 
But ask yourself whether you would appreciate being the only club in 
attendance when you were on stage to accept your award on present- 
ation night. The well-organised clubs make a point of going. It is a 
matter of pride. to them to be well represented. Ken McNeil is 
determined to keep the other clubs up to their obligations. 

The establisnment of our Soccer Council, although it took time 
and many frustrations, was seen by the rest of the Australian soccer 
States as a model for others to follow. Whether or not it functions as 
intended is largely up to the organisations it represents. At the 
moment, the Federation is the only body to have provided finance for 
it. But the fact is that finance from the Department of Leisure, Sport 
and Tourism is available only through the Council and that is a 
powerful lever, one which is likely to ensure co-operation in the 
future. Ken McNeil, who changes regulations about as often as he 
changes his underwear, is largely responsible for the formulation of 
the rules governing the Council though he is not the representative of 
the Federation on that body. 

Clubs were sad to learn that Narelle Dean wanted to get away 
from the variety of cares and tribulations that go with being a worker in 
the Federation office. She has an able replacement inthe form of Paul 
Whittingham, though his duties and those of Helen Lewis have been 
varied so that they are both in new roles. Paul, now the Secretary, has 
the misfortune to attend the regular board meetings, something 
which Narelle managed to get out of a long time ago. Helen is already 
mastering the computer and we hope to have Paul trained at that 
machine too. 

One of the important changes in the footballing side of the 
Federation involved the loss of two clubs which had qualified for First 
Division in 1983. The subsequent reduction to ten teams proved a 
boon to the clubs in two ways. Most of them were able to strengthen 
their first grade sides by recruiting from the displaced clubs. 
Tamworth was an exception. Maitland actually started with an 
impressive line-up but had a miserable season. However, all clubs 
benefited from having to pay fewer match bonuses and from the 
reduction in travelling by the withdrawal of Coffs Harbour and 
Doyalson. Their collapse was historical. |n the past, we have lost clubs 
from the bottom divisions rather than the top and this phenomenon 
brought a new aspect to administration. 
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The difficuities experienced by Newcastle United over the past 
two years have still not been solved. But it is worth noting that your 
Federation was able to come to their aid at a time when there was 
absolutely no prospect of help from either the A.S.F. or the N.S.L. The 
assistance given was vital to Newcastle United, but also it was good 
business on the part of the Federation. 

There are more problems ahead for clubs. One is the likelihood of 
saturation viewing of soccer with the advent of 0-28 to Newcastle next 
March. It will have two effects. First, tt will tend to cause a fall in 
crowds at our matches and second, it may well cause a reaction from 
NBN 3 and a consequent further effect on gates. Those are 
conjectures and it is hard to be too down-hearted about seeing a 
minimum of seven hours a week of soccer from 0-28. 

Another source of concern is the prospect of Saturday afternoon 
shopping in 1984. It will tend to make clubs look at Sunday gamesboth 
for playing strength and for gates. With job opportunities so scarce it 
would be entirely out of character for some of our players to refuse 
work on Saturday afternoons. Again the prospect of Saturday 
afternoon shopping is likely to make Newcastle United look closely at 
Sunday matches - another daunting prospect for the first and second 
division clubs. 

Another highlight of the past two years has been the appointment 
of a coaching director and the gradual development of the network 
that makes his duties possible. Firstly, through the Coaches Associa- 
tion of which he is also the director, he has set up courses throughout 
the State. Again, through associations operating under the banner of 
the Amateurs, he has been able to work extensively in places like 
Wauchope and Port Macquarie. 

This year, for the first time since 1976, Northern NSW won the 
national Under-16 Championship, appropriately enough at H.M.A.S. 
Cerberus in Victoria, the scene of the 1976 triumph. Two years ago, 
the Federation was without a director of coaching. We now have Jim 
Foley working full time in that position as befits an Australian soccer 
State. Queensland has more than one coaching director; we may have 
more than one in the coming years but we have made a start. 

The North West Senior Soccer Association, formerly known as 
Tamworth City, has remodelled itself on the lines of Central Coast 
Association, whose inclusion in State First Division was greeted with 
savage criticism from some quarters. Let me stress that we need clubs 
like North West S.S.A. if we are to boast a State First Division just as 
they need us if they are to provide an outlet for their talented 
youngsters. 

Let me pay tribute to those well administered clubs that met all 
their commitments promptly in 1983. We don't have as many 
dragging the chain as we used to simply because the current adminis- 
tration is efficient enough to keep them up to the mark. Good adminis- 
tration and good soccer go hand-in-hand. 

Let me also commend to you participation in both the Westbury 
Cup and the pre-season competition for Divisions 1 and 2. People who 
set out to do something positive for soccer and for themselves should 
be praised for their enterprise. 

| wish all clubs and the hard-working committeemen who run 
them a successful season in 1984. On behalf of the board, thank you.

LIFE IN THE TOP DIVISION 


When tragedy strikes early and there is a quick recovery, 
life goes on much as before. When it strikes late and there is no 
chance of recovery, life can be pretty grim. For some of the 
sides in the 1983 competition, tragedy struck many times and 
continued without let-up. 

Let's get down to cases. 

Sponsorship by Tooths brought the 1982 season to a 
successful climax. But almost immediately random breath 
testing and the booze bus took its toll of licensed clubs so that 
Doyalson RSL, who had ploughed a great deal of money into 
soccer in a bid to make first division, suddenly withdrew from 
the code completely. The dispersal of their assets were to 
benefit several other first division clubs. That was the good side 
of the picture. On the other hand, soccer's image suffered 
through the loss of another leading club. Coffs Harbour and 
Doyalson had both gone from a league which was starting to 
look something like a statewide concern. 

Four first division clubs started off badly and continued for 
the rest of the season in much the same vein. The clubs were 
the 1982 minor premiers, Lake Macquarie, Hamilton Red Star, 
Tamworth and Maitland. Lake Macquarie did put on a spurt 
towards the end of the premiership but they failed to make the 
majors. For Maitland, it was a continuing nightmare. On paper 
they had a fine squad with good prospects of finishing at least 
in the top half of the table. After three rounds they were last, 
having scored one goal and conceded ten. At the halfway point 
they had tallied only six points from two wins but at least they 
had climbed off the bottom of the table. Here was a club inreal 
difficulties. A rift in the committee had split them into two 
clubs and there was discord between the Magpies committee 
on the one hand and the players and coach on the other. 

Lake Macquarie was only three points ahead from three ins 
at that time. Kerry Caban was their leading scorer on four goals 
though he had thirteen at the same juncture in the previous 
season. 

At this stage, Adamstown was leading the table with 
Weston in second spot and Central Coast third. Nobody would 
have cared to predict the winner of the minor premiership at 
that stage: There was a distinct similarity in the goals for and 
against among the top three. Each club had a goalscorer. John 
J. Turnbull, Paul Corbett and David Sweeney were vying with 
Ross Lawrence for the honour of topping the list though none 
of them proved to be the eventual winner. 

The crowds had been good enough to encourage the first 
division clubs to feel there was some benefit in having a ten- 
team competition. Belmont Swansea, in particular, was 
drawing well at this point though they were never among the 
tall poppies. Maitland wasn't faring so well but, altogether, it 
was one of those seasons they would probably wish to forget. 
Actually, they had conceded fewer goals than Lake Macquarie 
but they just could not take their chances. Not at any stage of 
the season did they get a player into the leading goalscorer’s 
list. Their crowd suffered accordingly. 

By the end of round sixteen Central Coast were a point 
behind Weston Bears with a game in hand. They had a better 
goal difference and they were playing confidently. The other 
semi-final contenders were out of contention for the minor 
premiership after round seventeen and the only questions left 
to be answered were whether Central Coast would take out the 
minor prize and whether they would be able to win the grand 
final as well.

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Meanwhile, Lakes’ late run had come to an end when they 
met West Wallsend at Macquarie Field and lost the encounter. 
Westy did the job themselves. They didn’t need to rely on 
another team to put them through with a win over Lakes. 

At the bottom of the state first division table, Tamworth 
had had a miserable season, amassing only five points from five 
draws. They had conceded fifty one goals, more than three 
times as many as the top dogs and sixteen more than Maitland 
who were second last. 

Strangely, Central Coast were second last in the reserve 
grade table with Tamworth City last. Both clubs were based on 
strong junior competitions and might have been expected to do 
much better but the clubs both had problems trying to get the 
best youngsters to travel. You can’t play with one squad at 
home and travel away with a different one. 

.And so to the major premiership fixtures. Central Coast, 
Weston and Adamstown were very much on a par in terms of 
defence but Central Coast had the edge in attack and appeared 
to have a mortgage on the grand final. Their top strikers, Paul 
Corbett and Jim Bryden (one of the products of the Doyalson 
dispersal) had scored twenty one goals between them. 
Adamstown had two leading scorers in Carl Lochrin and John 
J. Turnbull whose combined tally was nineteen goals while 
Weston had David Sweeney and Andy John collecting sixteen 
between them. The factis, though, Central Coast as a team had 
scored forty three goals while Weston had scored thirty-four 
and Adamstown thirty-two. The Central Coast scoring 
machine was twenty five per cent better than that of its nearest 
rival. 

Sunday, 11th September, was the date set for the minor 
and major semi-finals at Macquarie Field. Adamstown faced 
West Walisend while Weston had its third tilt at Central Coast 
for the season. 

The minor semi-final proved to be one of those personal 
tragedies for Craig Grills.

SECOND DIVISION 


The 1983 season saw the complete domination of the Second 
Division by one club - Cardiff. The Tigers won every trophy on offer 
for them - except the Westbury Cup - and finished the season by 
gaining promotion to State First Division in 1984. 

Although Cardiff only finished six points clear of Austral 
United, or a two-win margin, the gap in the field between Cardiff 
and the other clubs was far wider, and the Minor Premiership race 
was won a long way from home. 

Cardiff did not hit the lead until after the first eight games 


however the side always looked capable of taking out the Minor. 


Premiership and they were never headed after this point. The club 
has benefited tremendously over the past two seasons from the 
services of coach Peter Irving; and the experience gained by most 
of the players in the 1982 season came to the fore during 1983. 

The Tigers were overshadowed in 1982 for the Minor 
Prerniership by the now-defunct Doyalson-Wyee R.S.L., but 
gained revenge on that club by winning that season's Grand Final 
in a very entertaining match at the International Sport Centre. 

Determined to go one better in 1983, the players and 
coaching staff, namely “Swerve” and Warren Anderson, worked 
extremely hard to increase their fitness and playing ability. A 
prime example of this willingness to give their all was Andy Tate. It 
can be said in all honesty that Tate in 1982 was carrying a fair bit 
of “excess baggage”’. He always had the footballing ability, but his 
fitness held back his potential. Tate worked hard in the off season, 
shed a lot of weight and, in 1983, was Second Division's leading 
goalscorer, grabbing 18 goals in just 20 matches. 

The willingness to improve was also reflected in Assistant 
Coach, Warren Anderson. Warren, a regular first-teamer with 
New Lambton and Edgeworth in previous seasons, took on the 
role of assistant to “Swerve” and can take some of the credit for 
Cardiff’s runaway win in Reserve Grade. 

The Tigers’ Reserve Grade outfit only tasted defeat once in 28 
matches, and won the Minor Premiership by nine points from 
Wallsend, conceding a mere eight goals in the process. This very 
impressive defensive record was the best of any side involved in 
the ten Divisional grades in the Northern NSW = Soccer 
Federation's competitions. 

A successful club not only needs dedicated and talented 
players, but, probably most importantly, needs those same 
qualities in its administrators. Cardiff certainly is tucky in this 
regard to have a Secretary of the calibre of Dave Roskell, as well as 
the remainder of his committee. The ground, facilities, the 
outdoor six-a-side competition, and the Westbury Cup are all 
proof of the drive of Roskell and his committee. Another unique 
promotion for a soccer club, namely an Outdoor Rock Concert, will 
no doubt swell Cardiff's coffers. 

Having praised Cardiff so long and loudly, let me say on the 
debit side their record as far as player cautions is concerned was 
woeful in 1983, and suspensions because of card offences could 
have brought the Tigers unstuck. 

Although players’ temperaments are hard to control; more 
discipline will be needed from both the coach and administrators 
in 1984 if this alarming situation is to be halted. Clubs cannot 
afford to have their playing staff reduced, as Cardiff did, due to 
suspensions, especially at the business end of the season, namely 
the run-in to the semis and finals. Hopefully, in the stronger 
company of State First Division in 1984, the players will dedicate 
themselves to the point where their on-field temper is controlled, 
for the benefit of all players. 

Next best to the Cardiff side was Ossie Bellamy’s Austral 
team. Ossie, who attained his Level III Coaching Certificate during 
1983, and his achievements in 1983 are, hopefully the start ofa 
bright career for him. Australs finished six points adrift of Cardiff, 
but could have been closer had their early season form rivalled the

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late charge they made. At the half-way mark, Austral had won five 
games, drawn two and lost three, but in their last ten games they 
won seven and drew one. They were basically a young side, with 
the experience of players like Mick Lee and Paul Wilson 
completing a good blend. 

One of their best acquisitions was former Lambton Jaffas 
player, Steve Parsons. Parsons shows great promise, and | believe 
several clubs were after his services for 1983. He finished as the 
club’s leading goalscorer, scoring 11 throughout the premiership 
rounds and grabbing two in Austral’s win over Toronto-Awaya in 
the Preliminary Final. 

Unfortunately, any chance they had of winning honours in 
1983 were diminished by the strong wind that prevailed during 
the Grand Final. Austral could not come to grips with the 


. elements, and played right into Cardiff's hands by continuing to 


use the long-kick tactic, most times succeeding only to give 
Cardiff's keeper, young Robert Sheehan, a safe catch of the ball. 

With the experience gained during 1983 for both Ossie and 
the players, the 1984 season could very well be the year that the 
club realises its most cherished dream, namely promotion to State 
First Division again. 

Another successful club in 1983 was Toronto-Awaba United. 
The side finished third, made the Preliminary Final and, except for 
suspensions at crucial times, could have troubled Cardiff for 
minor honours. 

With young players such as the Piggotts and Brett Porter, the 
club can look to a strong showing in 1984. Mark Jones, 12 goals, 
and Stewart Ahrens, seven, made the Division’s top ten 
goalscorers’ list; and the side's 42 goals was next best to Cardiff in 
that department.

As with Cardiff, Toronto had a problem with player cautions 
and suspensions, and although the side never looked like missing 
the semi-finals, they never were the threat to the top spot that 
they could have been. One wonders if this lack of discipline was 
the fault of coach Phil Collins, and the question may be partly 
answered in 1984 since he will coach Second Division rivals, 
Maitland Magpies. 

With the right attitude to the game, the Toronto side has the 
youth, talent and potential to be among the front-runners for the 
coming season. 

The team that was the biggest disappointment of the past 
season was Wallsend. After leading for seven games, they meekly 
surrendered game after game from that week on, and only 
managed to scrape into the semi-finals by one point from 
Cessnock City. 

Wallsend became the ‘‘soccer-poo!”’ kings of Second Division 
drawing seven of their 20 matches. The Devils did have the best 
defensive record of the Division though, and only tasted defeat on 
four occasions. With a backlog of games and some disappointing 
results, it was no surprise to see them bow out of the competition 
after the Minor Semi-final. if the lessons learnt during 1983 have 
sunk in, a far better showing should be expected for 1984. 

Of the teams to finish outside the top four, several stand out, 
but for opposite reasons. Belmont, after being in second-last 
position after 12 matches and looking anything but a worthy 
Second Division club, climbed steadily up the table from that point 
onwards. They won five of their last eight games and drew one, 
with the momentum generated late in July when they won a 
double-header. At season's end they missed a top-four spot by 
five points, but were easily the most improved, and indeed the 
most impressive side over those last eight games. 

David Burns finished as the Division’s second highest 
goalscorer, only three behind Andy Tate, which is a tremendous 
effort when one considers where Cardiff and Belmont were on the 
points table for the season. Coach Garry Bergquist can be proud of 
his side’s improved showing but rueing their slow start. 

Rutherford, who more than justified the faith the Directors of 
the Federation hadin them, finished in the middle of the pack after 
drawing criticism when they were promoted from Fourth Division 
in 1982. Rutherford had some very impressive results in 1983 
and, if they can draw on the talent in their area, should have a 
well-blended outfit for 1984. 

Wooden-spooners Kurri Kurri had a very disappointing 
season, and in fact could not manage one win. They drew only 
three matches, so the end of the season could not have come 
quickly enough for them. They may find the going slightly easier in 
Third Division in 1984, but one must question their player 
strength when looking at their 1983 results, especially since their 
Reserve Grade also finished bottom. To their credit though, the 
club battled till the end, and one must praise them for having the 
players who would stick it out even though the results were 
disastrous. 

The remaining Second Division clubs, Cessnock City, 
Mayfield, Westlakes and Edgeworth all had somewhat 
disappointing seasons, except perhaps for Cessnock. It must be 
said, however, that Cessnock had ample opportunities to climb 
into the top four and stay there. The other three sides had terrible 
seasons, with Mayfield coming with a late burst to win their last 
two matches. Edgeworth and Westlakes both seem a shadow of 
their former selves, and a gradual re-building is needed. 

To all participating clubs in Second Division in 1984, | hope 
you have successful seasons, and it will be interesting to see how 
Maitland Magpies and Beresfield fare. Both clubs have large 
populations to draw on, and their success is vital for soccer.

I’m sure it 
would be a sore point at Dudley if someone were to mention their 
defeat late in the season at the hands of Newcastle Olympic.

At the same 
time, nothing can be taken away from their tireless captain coach, 
Darryl Evans, who undoubtedly could stil! play in the First 
Division. 

Jesmond had the poorest record of any other club and they 
too will be looking toward re-building their team. 

It has been proved time and time again that a strong, 
intelligent and working committee is the backbone of every club. 
Beresfield are the living proof of that. All clubs must try to retain 
their ‘senior’ players as committee members. Also, many clubs 
in this division will have to seek out some young players. 

Some clubs have an average playing age of 22-24 years, 
which you must agree is no pointer to a successful future. In 
search of this youth some “‘oider’’ players may be squeezed out. 
But if they truly have the club at heart then they will stay on in 
another capacity. Not all the work of a successful club is done on 
the field of play. 

That raises a major question for all clubs in the Third Division. 
How successful does your club want to be? Would your club one 
day like to play in the top division? | believe that unless every club 
has such ideals then they should revert to Suburban League! 
What purpose does a “‘Semi-professional” club serve if it has no 
objective other than to survive. If it only wants to provide a weekly 
game then this can be done in suburban League. Third Division is 
unique in that it is just behind the more professional, First and 
Second Divisions, but just in front of the less professional, Fourth 
and Fifth Divisions. The choice is your own. 

Finally, | would like to again congratulate Beresfield on a 
highly successful 1983 season and to wish them every success in 
the Second Division in 1984. In addition, for those who competed 
in the 1983 season, | offer a hope that they continue to strive for 
greater honours in 1984, and remember “Soccer is the real 
football”

; A very successful season in Fourth Division in 1983 resulted 
in the promotion of Stockton and South Wallsend to the Third 
Division for 1984. 

__ Stockton was by far the most successful club in the Fourth 
Division, winning both the Minor and Major Premierships, in what 
was the club’s 10th anniversary year. The race for the Minor 
Premiership was one of the closest for many years in any Division, 
with only three points, or one win, separating the first five teams. 
Indeed, Stockton figured in a three-way tie on the top of the table 
with South Wallsend and Tomato Eagles on 39 points, and only 
Stockton’s superior goal difference of 27, gave them the Minor 
Premiership. 

The 1983 season saw many fine performances by several 
clubs, with the top five clubs all turning in creditable efforts. 
As mentioned earlier, 1983 was the 10th anniversary year for 


the Stockton club, and they are to be congratulated for the fine 
booklet they produced to celebrate the event. With ideas like this 
and a progressive committee to back up their on-field 
performances, the next 10 years should see a successful era for 
the club from ‘over the bridge’. 

Although their first grade side wilted towards the last few 
matches of the premiership, they had too big a lead during the 
season for any side to overhaul them. At one stage, Stockton lead 
the field by 10 points and to finally only capture the title by goal 
difference must have been slightly disappointing. 

One can cite several reasons for the loss of form over the 
latter part, but perhaps two major factors could have been 
complacency and loss of players through suspension.

Outside of the top four, Charlestown United was very unlucky 
not to gain a semi-final berth. After being in seventh position and 
well outside the top four after 12 matches, the side was defeated 
in its last eight matches, winning seven and drawing one. 

Unfortunately their efforts went unrewarded, as they missed 
a top-four spot by just one point. One realises how well the side 
would have done had they put their act together inthe first round, 
since they won only four of their first 12 games. The effort of the 
latter weeks of the 1983 season augers well for 1984, provided 
they can keep the side together and start a little better. 

Another disappointing side was Merewether Advance. Their 
reserve grade team captured the Minor Premiership trophy, with a 
final winning margin of eight points over Marks Point. But the first 
grade side wilted badly to finish sixth, and well behind Kahibah, 
after being fourth at the half-way mark. With obvious depth within 
the club, it is difficult to pinpoint the reason why they should have 
finished so badly.

Those early pioneers gave proof of their rarefarsightedness when 
they established soccer in the North. Our expressions of gratitude go 
to those early pioneers whether they be players, umpires-referees, or 
administrators. All those who have had the privilege of being associa- 
ted with football and its administration know too well the influence 
our English and Scottish forebears have had on our great game. There 
has been over the years many knowledgeable men who have made 
great sacrifices for the game of soccer.

While soccer is the No. 1 sport in more than 155 countries, we in 
Australia have met all kinds of prejudices over the years. We are faced 
with many more difficulties than any other country, such as different 
codes with ‘funny shaped’ balls. 

Unfortunately, our climate is such that May, June and July is the 
best period of the year for football. The rise in the international level is 
not surprising now that the lessons of planned preparation for inter- 
national competition have been so well demonstrated. Let us hope 
that they will form the pattern for the future. 

It is more difficult to follow with senior players than it !s with our 
youth. But it is possible that the youth victories we have had recently 
against overseas teams will have a stimulus at all levels of our 
football. 

When we compare football today with what it was 100 years ago, 
we realise what has taken place during those years. 

Football is an honoured profession, and if we have players with 
the necessary skills and ability to entertain, they can be assured of a 
high standard of living. 

There must be strict contro! over the game, with discipline 
between clubs and players alike and the bringing together of all 
football bodies whether they be Amateur, Junior or Women’s 
organisations under the control of a Soccer Council to benefit the 
game. This will eventually eliminate the distrust that was once so 
evident in our code. We are now headed in the same direction, for the 
betterment of Football. 

The birth of football is Newcastle-North-Minmi resulted from the 
arrival of a four-page Scottish newspaper addressed to Mr. Jack 
Winning, c/- Post Office, Minmi, Australia, posted in far away 
Cambusland, in Scotland. 

Mr. Winning and a group of miners would meet each day after 
work near the Minmi School to discuss ways and means of achieving 
better working conditions at the mines, except this one particular day.

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NEWCASTLE UNITED IN ‘83

There is acertain amount of satisfaction to be gained from looking 
back on the 1983 season knowing that it was the most successful in 
the club’s history. 

That satisfaction stems partly from having worked with such a 
fine body of players and witnessing the commitment they displayed in 
what, by any standards, was a most difficult season. 

By staying in contention for the championship right to the final 
stages and eventually finishing fifth, with the best goal difference 
recorded in the NSL for 1983, the United squad displayed a 
tremendous amount of dedication. 

Few people outside the playing squad and club committee would 
be aware of just how difficult it is to perform consistently well in the 
NSL. Travetling conditions, playing surfaces, indifferent refereeing 
and a multiplicity of unseen problems mean that even the most careful 
planning can come unstuck. 

Every coach in the NSL can budget on losing a few points for any 
or all of the above reasons. That's why it is important to ensure that 
everything on the home front goes as smoothly as possible. Unfortu- 
nately, this is not always the case and in 1983 it meant that we didn't 
do as well as we probably could have. 

The financial and administrative traumas the club experienced 
early in the year were very unsettling for the players and posed a 
tremendous morale problem. It took a great deal of character and the 
players resolve to organise an end-of-season trip to carry them 
through the disappointment of having their contracts reduced. 

The uncertainty about the club’s future severely interrupted our 
pre-season preparation and it was a miracle we kicked-off the season 
as well prepared as we were. 

Once again, when it came totraining facilities, we found we were 
the ‘gypsies’ of Northern soccer. What a difference it will make to have 
a suitable training ground! In ‘83 we started on a hockey field at 
Speers Point after doing mest of the pre-season fitness work at Bar 
Beach. 

From Speers Point we graduated to one of the outer grounds at 
Adamstown. On some nights we had the use of Alder Park and on 
others, the Tech College ground. 

In May, we moved to Macquarie Field, alternating with other 
grounds until July when we could use the Lake Macquarie facility ona 
regular basis. The lack of a permanent training ground meant that 
most of our early work was done without the luxury of such basic 
items as goalposts! My personal thanks to those clubs and individuals 
who helped out with training grounds. Those people would be aware 
of how hard it is to compete at the top level without the rudimentary 
facilities. 

Perhaps the low point of the year occurred on October 8 - the day 
before our all-important home clash with St. George. A win for us over 
Saints, followed by a similar result against Sydney City the following 
week would have put us in the box seat for the title. In effect, the game 
had all the bearings of a knock-out semi-final. 

At the end of our final training session on the Saturday, the 
players were informed by the club directors that due to the takeover of 
Tooth and Co by CUB, it appeared that certain sponsorship money 
would not be forthcoming. This meant that the club would be unable to 
honour the players’ contracts. On top of all the other disappointments, 
this was devastating news for the squad and particularly for those 
players relying on signing-on payments to meet financial commit- 
ments. 

Fortunately, the matter was put right later but not before we had 
lost 2-1 to St. George, leaving me wondering what might have been if 
the team had not been exposed to such disastrous news at such a 
crucial time. Hardly the ideal preparation for one of the most important 
games in the club's history. You can imagine how proud | felt of our 
boys when they came out the following week and beat Sydney City. 
That result not only broke the Sydney City jinx, but suggested that at 
last we had the basis of a squad capable of bringing a major trophy to 
Newcastle. 


Our tremendous defensive record (26 goals against) has been 
cited as the basis of our success and | agree that our back four, led by 
Player-of-the-Year Peter Burke, had a tremendous season. But 
without giving anything away, | can say that our defensive pattern 
started with our two front men, Dave Lowe and Bob Mountford, and 
involved putting opponents under pressure in key areas. So the whole 
team can take credit for our fine goals-against record as it can for the 
45 goals (1% per game) we scored. 

| felt the influence of senior players in the three important areas 
helped provide authority and balance to our performance. Most of the 
younger members of the side will agree that the leadership qualities of 
Peter Burke, Craig Mason and Bob Mountford in defence, midfield and 
the forward line had a very profound effect on our effort. 

I’ve never doubted Craig Mason's leadership qualities and as club 
captain he has the ability, personality and commitment to inspire 
those around him. His workrate, attitude and often-ignored skill are 
lessons to any aspiring youngsters. 

Can Newcastle improve on the ‘83 effort? That's a tough question 
because it depends so greatly on the club’s ability to retain key players 
plus plug one or two obvious deficiencies. | would love to see the 
squad go into ‘84 with roughly the same first squad plus a top class 
striker to tuck away those chances. Then you'd be talking about a 
potential championship-winning team. The average age of our ‘83 
squad was a mere 23 years, our defence was almost a completely new 
unit and we played some very young players in key areas. So, there is 
obviously room for improvement. 

For the future, I'd like to See the NSL aiming for a shorter season. 
Ten months in a training-playing format is far too long for semi- 
professionals. We're too tied to the British tradition when we should 
be paying heed to. the US idea of getting through a season in 15 
intensive, high-performance weeks. Most sport medics agree that the 
extended season means long-term injuries do not get a chance to 
heal, players (particularly part-timers) are not capable of maintaining 
enthusiasm and form and consequently, playing standards are hard to 
maintain. 

Like most NSL coaches, I'd be untruthful if | said | wasn’t 
frustrated by the standardof refereeing in ‘83. In preparing a team, itis 
hard to budget for such astonishing events as having a player like Joe 
Senkalski sent off in the first 90 seconds of a match! And then end up 
losing that match on a twice-taken penalty. 

Ironically, Newcastle had one of the best attacking records in the 
league but, in 30 matches, had just one penalty awarded in its favour. 
It's statistics such as those that help explain why a side with the best 
goal difference should finish fifth instead of (as one would expect in 
almost any other league) first or second. 

In a more positive vein, | must thank all those people who worked 
to make my task, and that of the players, easier. Most of these people 
share the common belief that the senior team represents the club’s 
shop window and is therefore the most important arm of the club’s 
operation. 

Pat Clarke, in his role as club secretary, has been tremendous as 
has the co-operation and backing of Adamstown Rosebuds. To those 
people who worked closest with the playing squad, usually with little 
reward or recognition, go my personal appreciation. 

At youth level, the prospects are good. In winning the NSL Youth 
championship trophy our boys (coached by Keith Harris) have put 
Newcastle back on top of Aussie youth soccer. With Phil Murray’s 
team winning the Northern NSW Rosebud Cup, the route young and 
ambitious players might follow to reach the top in Australian soccer 
has been clearly indicated. For this reason, | hope the Federation will 
continue to foster the game at the crucial under-18 level. 

In concluding, | wish to make a personal call to every arm of 
Northern soccer to get behind Newcastle’s involvement in the NSL. It 
is crucial for the game in our area and the future of our young players. 
In ‘83 we proved that success at the very top level is not an impossible 
dream. With a solid dose of genuine enthusiasm, hard work and faith 
in the project, Newcastle can have the success it desires.

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ROTHMANS NATIONAL COACHING 
SCHEME 


Soccer was one of the first sports in Australia to adopt a truly 
national coaching scheme back in 1974. Today, virtually every 
progressive sport sees the need to educate and train its coaches. 
However, such programmes cost money. 

When the Australian Soccer Federation's scheme came into 
being it was determined that each State would have its own full- 
time Director of Coaching who, in turn, would implement and 
augment coaching development programmes. At the time, 
Federal and State government subsidies were proposed and in 
most cases promised. 

Virtually every State Government in Australia now provides 
each State Soccer Federation with substantial grants or subsidies 
thereby enabling Federations to conduct coaching courses and 
programmes at little cost to candidates. 

Indeed the States of Queensland and Victoria are providing 
very large governmental grants to the point where the Soccer 
Federations of those States are able to support full-time regional 
directors in country areas on top of a full-time State Director in 
their capital cities. For example, Queensland has full-time 
regional directors operating in Bundaberg, Rockhampton and 
Townsville. : 

The NNSW Soccer Federation, being a separate soccer State 
within the State of NSW, has ‘had to carry a heavy burden since 
appointing its own Director of Coaching, in the hope that likely 
and/or promised subsidies would be forthcoming. It would seem 
quite apparent that the present State Government is either unable 
or unwilling to assist the NNSW Soccer Federation in this most 
vital area of sports development. There are encouraging 
indications however that assistance may be forthcoming for the 
1984 season. 

It is an indisputable fact that all forms of education 
programmes need to be subsidised. Indeed, if the full initial costs 
were charged, then very few people would be able to participate. 

During the 1983 season alone there was a total of 140 
existing or prospective coaches attending accreditation courses 
throughout NNSW. 

Obviously, in today’s economic climate, the cost to partici- 
pants attending courses is a major consideration and unless 
reasonable and realistic fees are maintained it will result in fewer 
numbers enrolling and, in the long term, tittle or no development 
will actually take place. 

Since my appointment to the position of State Director of 
Coaching, in the month of April 1982, and up to the time of this 
article going to press, there have been accreditation coaching 
courses conducted in Newcasile, Narrabri, Tenterfield, Port 
Macquarie, Armidale, Taree, Cessnock, Tamworth and Gosford. 
Of these courses there have been eight at Level 1 (basic), six at 
Level 11 (Preliminary), and two at Level 111 (Senior). 

In addition to the three levels of accreditation currently 
provided for under the National Coaching Scheme it was agreed, 
at the 1983 State Directors of Coaching Conference, that a Level 
IV should be included. 

The National Director of Coaching, Mr. Eric Worthington, has 
determined that the first Level IV course should be conducted in 
1984. The level IV course is proposed to be conducted bi-annually 
and Level H! courses would be suspended during the year in 
question. 

Some subsidy would be forthcoming from the Rothman’‘s 
National Sports Foundation to cover the costs of part of the Level 
IV course which, it is proposed, will be conducted over one week in 
Canberra. 

{t should be emphasised that only a select and limited number 
of coaches from each State will be invited to attend the Level IV 
course. 

In regard to the programme for the 1984 season, it is 
proposed that accreditation coaching courses will be conducted, 
with levels indicated, in the areas listed below: 


Gosford — Level II 

Taree _— Level ! 

Newcastle = Level I, Level Il 
Kempsey — Level | 

Lismore _ Level II 

Coffs Harbour _— Level Il 

Armidale _ Level I, Level Il, Level III 


Canberra — Level IV 

No doubt there will be further courses arranged for 1984 and 
every endeavour will be made to ensure that people are better 
informed of the entire programme. 

Soccer cannot afford to be without a development scheme 
which provides adequate opportunities for existing and 
prospective coaches to learn more about coaching. | trust, for 
NNSW at least, the National Coaching Scheme fulfils this need.

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CHRISTIAN CHURCHES SOCCER 
FOOTBALL ASSOCIATION 


BACKGROUND 

The Protestant Churches Soccer Association was formed in the 
1930's. After a break during the war years, the competition resumed 
in the late ‘40s. Three years ago, the name of the Association was 
changed to the Christian Churches Soccer Football Association. 

The objectives of the Association have remained basically the 
same over many years. The competition provides an opportunity for 
christians to play soccer on a Saturday.

THE 1983 SEASON : 
The management committee has an important role to play in the 


organisation of the competition. Those elected for the 1983 season 
were: President - John Bint (Sen); Vice-President - David Renton;

CHRISTIAN CHURCHES SOCCER 
REFEREES’ ASSOCIATION 


Formed in 1977, basically to control games organised by the 
NNSW Christian Churches Soccer Association, it now has 22 active 
referees who officiate at 34 senior games every Saturday afternoon, 


as weil as junior games on a Saturday morning. 


Prior to 1977, referees from the Newcastle Association were 
officiating at these games, and when the number of games requiring 
referees began to increase, and the availability of Newcastle Referees 
began to dwindle, something had to be done to try to obtain referees 


connected with an association of our own. 


Early 1977 saw the formation of the Christian Churches Soccer 
Referees’ Association, although at the formation it was known as the 
Prostestant Churches Soccer Referees’ Association. The name 
change took place in 1982 so as to be in line with the soccer associa- 
tion who had their name changed from Prostestant Churches to 


NNSW Christian Churches. 


Coaching classes were held, prospective mernbers were 
examined, and the season commenced with one grade | referee anda 
number of new grade Ill referees. Midway through 1977, another 
grade | referee, transferred from the Newcastle Association, and so 
under the guidance of two active referees in President Max Bailey and 
now Secretary Aub Hardes, together with a non-active 1st Division 
Referee, Ron Noble, all of whom had had experience in First Division 
football with the Federation, the association has grown to the extent 


where its members are officiating at all association games. 


The three grade | referees form the examination board and are 
able to examine referees from grade Ill to grade | inclusive. At the end 
of the 1983 season, the Association had on its active list, two grade |, 


seven grade Il and 13 grade III referees. 


Max Bailey became the association's first life- member in 1982, 


and in 1983 was appointed the coach.

NORTHERN NSW AMATEUR SOCCER 
FEDERATION 


The Northern NSW Amateur Soccer Federation was formed in 
1970 at the direction of the ASF. 

The first President was Mr. Steve Stevenson, who resigned after 
a very short period, and was succeeded by Mr. G.F. (Fred) Eshman who 
remained in office for two years. The first secretary was Mr. Norm 
Ivory, who remained for several years and was made the first Life- 
Member. 

The Amateur Federation has now been in existance for thirteen 
years and, by continued effort, has become one of the strongest orga- 
nisations of its kind in Australia. 

The Amateur Federation now has four Life- Members - Mr. Norm 
Ivory (non active), Mr. G.F. Eshman, the current President and still 
active, Mr. Milton Geary, the current Treasurer and still active and Mr. 
Bill Douglas, currently Equipment Custodian and still active. 

Originally, when the Federation was formed, there were six 
Branches - Macquarie, Newcastle, Central Coast, Hunter Districts, 
New England and Richmond Tweed. However, in 1976, it was realised 
that the Richmond Tweed Branch was too big an area and it was 
resolved that a further two branches be created, namely Northern 
Rivers and Lower North Coast, making eight branches in all, and in 
1982 application was made to divide Northern Rivers and create Mid- 
North Coast, with nine branches presently existing. 

The Amateur Federation was very realistic when it took into 
account Country areas. At ail times it is endeavouring to not only 
improve the standard in those areas, but also to promote the code, and 
give assistance where ever practicable, with distance being the worst 
enemy of the code in the country. 

The Amateur Federation is gradually improving its administration 
and, at all times, is open to suggestions that will improve its efficiency. 

The Amateur Federation has a good relationship with affiliated 
organizations, particularly the Northern NSW Soccer Federation Ltd. 
our controlling body, and we are affiliated to the Northern N.S.W. 
Soccer Council formed this year, and undertaking the difficult task of 
improving the liaison between organizations, uniformity of 
procedures and endeavouring to obtain finance from the State 
Government. 

The Amateur Federation is the first organization to realise the 
importance of liability insurance which is based on a player levy and 
controlled by numbers participating, value plus at 40¢ per player, with 
the cover of up to $2,000,000.00 per claim. 

Unfortunately, the big problem for the Amateur Federation is 
having so much todo, and so little money to do it with. Our only avenue 
of finance at the present time is by means of placing a levy on players. 
Sponsors are required urgently. 

Each year we enter Northern NSW Under-13, Under-14 and 
Under-15 teams in National Titles, with not a great deal of success. 
However, we will keep trying. We were fortunate this year as several 
of our players were selected in the Under-16 team and went ontowin 
the title in Victoria. 

The Amateur Federation is looking forward to a prosperous 1984.

If it had not 
done so, we would not have been able to carry out our coaching 
programme for the country areas.

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THE HISTORY OF NORTHERN NSW 
WOMEN’S AMATEUR SOCCER 
FEDERATION 


When the first Women's National Soccer Titles were held in 
Sydney in:1974, Maéquarie & Districts Women’s Soccer Association 
(Newcastle) being the only Women’s Soccer Association (catering to 
Association Football for Women) in the North of *‘New South Wales”, 
was permitted to compete under the Banner of ‘Northern NSW” - and 
did so again in Brisbane in 1975 andin Victoria in 1976 - Other Bodies 
in the ‘‘North” were being organised in these latter stages. 

The then President of the “Macquarie Women’s Assoc" sent invi- 
tations to all those he discovered organising soccer for women. A 
public meeting was called inthe first week of February, 1977 to adopt 
a “NNSW Constitution” and elect the ‘first official committee’’ who 
were: President: Kevin: White (Founder) - Secretary: Keith Henry - 
Treasurer: Irene Sneyd - Ass. Sect: Anne. Henry - Registrar: Leah 
White. 

Hence, the area from the Hawkesbury River Boundary to the 
Queensland Border officially became Northern NSW and, that year 
(1977) in Perth, a NNSW State Squad that contested the women’s 
National Titles included girls from outside the area of Newcastle. 

Currently women’s soccer in Northern NSW is being played not 
only with organised bodies affiliated with the NNSW Women’s Fede- 
ration, but in the schools, universities and country areas north and 
west. As they are located, the present committee is concentrating on 
getting them organised. 

It is estimated that 5 to 10 thousand girls are “kicking the ball 
around” throughout NNSW, though with the vast distances separa- 
ting them, it is a problem to bring them all under the one banner. 
However, steps are being taken to solve this situation. 

The current registration of female players to NNSW is approxi- 
mately 1,600 - with an increasing and startling number of younger 
girls signing up to play. 

Branches affiliated: with NNSW are: Macquarie & Districts 
(Newcastle), Central Coast (Gosford), Far North Coast (Lismore), 
Tamworth W.S.A. and the University of New England (Armidale). 

It has become known that 16 teams of ladies are playing in 
Gulgong as well as Coffs Harbour, Taree and many other places. 
Contacts are currently being sought with sports masters, of girls high 
schools.in the country areas to assist in forming a body to organise 
competitions for girls in soccer. 

The Northern NSW Women’s Federation sponsors annually ona 
rotating basis, between their branches - State Championships which 
are contested by representative teams from all branches in the Open 
Division - U/17's, U/15’s. 

These are held over the Queen's Birthday weekend each June. 
From these championships, NNSW State Squads are selected in alt 
three divisions, and the highlight of the weekend is the ‘Presentation 
Disco’, where the State Teams are announced. 

This year will see the U/17's competing in Darwin in March. The 
Open Division will have their National Titles next August/September 
in Canberra. While the young stars of the future playing in the Austra- 
lian Womens U/15 National Titles will be hosted by NNSW in 
Newcastle in July. 

These young NNSW girls were first brought together in 1981 
when they travelled to Brisbane and finished as runners-up. In 1982, 
they travelled to Victoria where they finished as winners. In 1983, 
they played in the A.C.T., and finished as runners-up. 

The A.W.S.A. this year selected an U/15 ALL STARS team from 
these U/15 Titles and NNSW had three girls selected for this initia! 
team - Kym Drayton, Dawn Patterson and Toni Rideout. 

The various branches organise many tournaments, K.O. 
competitions, Indoor Soccer fixtures, etc., with one of the biggest 
being the District Representative Teams’ Tournament, hosted by the 
Central Coast Women’s Soccer Assoc. and held over the 8-hour 
weekend each year. 

This tournament comes under the supervision of the Parent 
Bodies of NNSW and NSW (Women’s) as representative teams from 
all over NSW enter each year. 

A.C.T. has recently sent teams, and 1984 could see the beginning 
of “U/17 Interstate Championships” being combined with this 
tournament.

SOCCER A LA KINK 


Take a soupcon of ice hockey, a liberal measure of basketball, a 
basic stock of association football, stir well, bring to the boil and serve 
with a twist or two of gridiron. There you have it! Soccer a la Kink 
(indoor American style) and you have come to San Diego, California, to 
watch it. 

You've arrived at the stadium which doubles for basketball and 
indoor soccer. it is completely covered. The playing surface is about a 
quarter of the size of Wembley. That is to say, itis half as long and half 
as wide. The corners have been rounded so that it resembles a 
squarish ellipse. A one-metre wooden wall abuts the playing field. 

Above that again is a two-metre plexiglass shield that protects the 
fans while allowing them a close-up view of the game. The goals, four 
metres by two metres, are set into the end wall. Along the sides are 
two benches, each seating a minimum of twenty and two sin bins 
(penalty boxes they call them!) which are not so big. 

The San Diego Sockers are being introduced to the fans. Each 
player arrives by the walkway to a fanfare from the P.A. system anda 
swirl of crimson cumulus from the fog machine. The biggest razzama- 
tazz of all is reserved for the last Socker - Julie Veee. (No spelling error 
there. The Hungarians are lavish with their vowels.) 

Now an American citizen, Julie Veee makes enough from the U.S. 
indoor soccer circuit to keep him in style throughout the year. He no 
longer plays on the big field. The Sockers’ fans adore him and their 
adoration is translated into money - money for Julie Veee. 

He'll be worth watching. He may show us what indoor soccer is 
about. 

There are two referees on the field. The coin’s been tossed and 
the players are ready. From the opening whistle the tempo is frantic. 
You decide that the pace is suicidal. They'll never be able to last, you 
feel. Julie Veee has run the length of the field and back five times in 
less than two minutes. Such immaturity! The whole pattern of the 
game is more like basketball than soccer. The players are either all up 
in attack or all back in defence, even the ‘keepers on occasions. 

The Sockers win the ball deep in defence. It is given to a man in 
the clear. He doesn’t go forward. He puts his foot on the ball and makes 
room for himself. Julie Veee is coming off. No. 10 runs on in hisplace, 
completely ignoring the officials in charge. That's the end of the hero, 
you think. Stupid to use yourseif up in the first two minutes of agame. 

Then you realise that other players are leaving the field andbeing 
replaced. The referees don’t seem to take any notice at all. Hardly any 
of the original players remain and less than three minutes have 
elapsed. 

Now you become aware of the piped music that comes 
intermittently over the P.A. You realise that it is the same piece of 
music each time. It might be the overture from William Tell. It’s 
rousing stuff. You suddenly realise that it starts when the Sockers get 
possession. The music accompanies their attacks and it stops when 
the visitors steal the ball or a goalis scored. When the visitors have the 
balt there is no music but the local fans chant, ‘Defence! Defence!” 

On the Sockers’ bench there is movement. Julie Veee is on his 
feet. No. 10.runs off and Julie Veee is back in action. The officials do 
not react. A knowledgeable fan on your right explains that every player 
has a ‘pair’ and they swap placed every couple of minutes. 

This time Julie Veee turns on the magic that you are sure he must 
possess. He weaves his way past three visitors intent on depriving him 
of the ball. With graceful facility he gives himself a rebound from one 
of the rounded corners and volleys it past the ‘keeper. The screams of 
the fans eventually subside enough for you to hear the announcer 
eulogising the wizardry of Juli-eee Veee-eee. 

In next to no time, Julie Veee does the disappearing trick again. 
He is replaced by his ‘Pair, No. 10. The Sockers are in the ascendancy. 
No. 10 may not be as skilful as Julie Veee but he’s no slouch either and 
he gets through more running. It’s no surprise when he leaves the 
floor only a minute after his return. What is surprising is that Julie 
Veee stays put and No. 23 goes on. What gives? You check with 
Encyclopedia Smith in the next seat. No. 23 is a spare. Most players 
have a ‘paid’ and a ‘spare’. This is the spare. 

It’s obvious that the spare does not command the same respect as 
the other two. He isn’t closely marked. The Sockers are in stern 
defence. No. 23 is lying forward over the halfway mark while his team 
mates defend with resolve and skill. There’s an intercept. A Sockers* 
defender pushes the ball towards No. 23. No, it isn't No. 23. Julie Veee 
is back. He collects the pass and the rest is a formality. You hadn't 
noticed the substitution? Not to worry. Neither had the visitors’ 
defender. You know there is no offside in indoor soccer but sneaky 
tricks like this!! Surely the referees must act? No. The kick-off is being 
taken. 

The coach of the visiting squad seems perturbed. But what can he 


-do? He makes frantic signals to the nearer official. The game stops. 
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The players are walking towards their benches. Is it a walk-off? No. 
According to the well-informed fan beside me it’s ‘time out’ like in 
basketball. How much time out is allowed? Three minutes in each half. 

Over near the visitors’ bench the visiting coach is laying down the 
law. You can’t hear what he’s saying but a lip reader might well pick up 
a whole lot of eee’s. 

Your watch shows twelve minutes plus since the opening whistle 
yet the clock over the playing area shows there have been seven 
minutes and twenty-three seconds of actual play. 

It’s all go again. A Sockers’ player carries the ball down the right. 
His opposing man takes the ball away with a heavy tackle. In the 
process the Socker man is bumped into the side wall. Both refs rush at 
the tackler with a card with a big ‘2’ printed on it. Two points for a good 
tackle, you think. But then the defender runs to the sin bin. It’s an 
offence to ‘board’ an opponent, you learn. 

Two minutes may/not seem a severe penalty but the visitors are 
soon in dire straights. The Sockers are carrying out a ‘power play’. 
Their goalkeeper has left his goal and it’s six against four. In 
desperation a defender lunges for the ball, manages to win possess- 
ion, sees the enemy goal is deserted and fires it the sixty metres into 
the net. Great stuff, you think. But no, the referees are in with their No. 
2 Card and the player heads for the sin bin. Good grief! What has he 
done? Your source of all knowledge tells you that those two red lines 
across the floor divide the field into thirds. It is an offence to kick the 
ball over more than two thirds of the field. So now the visitors are 
down to four men. 

The Sockers score from the free kick and the first of the two sin- 
binned players comes out. How come? He’s been there less than a 
minute of the two he’s supposed to serve for boarding that player. 
More consultations with Mr. Knowall. You learn that each goal 
releases one sin-binned player. 

Still the pressure is on the visitors. A defender gets possession 
but he is harassed by three Sockers men and, in frustration, puts the 
ball over the plexiglass screen. In come the officials again waving 
those 2-minute cards. The visitors are back to four players. The second 
sin-binned player has served his time and it’s five. The Sockers score 
again so it’s six against six. 

The four-sided ciock now shows fifteen minutes and play stops. 
More time out? No, it is a three-minute break they have.at the end of 
each quarter. Quarter? Yes, they have halves but they have quarters 
too. 

The second quarter brings more of the same. Julie Veee scores 
two fine goals anda spare for the visitors chimes in with an own goal. 

When half-time arrives, you are exhausted. Pairs? Spares? 
Thirds? Quarters? Time Out? Boarding? Everything is so new and 
different. But there is no let-up in the entertainment. The marching 
girls take over. You wonder idly whether they too have spares but you 
are left in no doubt about the pairs. 

What can happen in the second half, you wonder. It is just as 
action-packed as the first half but it has an added dimension. You are 
now witnessing the mora! demolition of a goalkeeper. The visitors are 
relatively new to the game and.the one who shows it most is the 
‘keeper. 

In the first minute of the third quarter, he rolls the ball out toa 
team mate and, getting the return, picks it up. Free kick! Goal! The next 
time he receives the ball he is obviously confused. He dithers. Free 
kick for time-wasting. Being a ‘keeper is never easy but, in this rarefied 
atmosphere of Soccer a la Kink, it can be a nightmare. 

The custodian is just starting to regain some composure when a 
team mate passes the ball back to him from the run of play. He picks it 
up... You've guessed it. Another free kick. The ball came back from 
the middle third. He might have played it with his feet but handling it in 
that situation is a no-no. 

It’s all Sockers. They are skilful and confident but, above all, wise 
in the ways of indoor soccer. They know all the angles, specially for 
rebounds from those rounded corners. They particularly know how to 
shoot just wide of the ‘keeper, collect the rebound and pop it into the 
net while he is still regaining his feet after a fruitless dive. They have it 
taped. 

Towards the end of the match, it is clear that the visitors have 
decided there are better forms of indoor sport. Again, if you could lip 
read, you would know that some of the language they are using is very 
pertinent to one of them. They try hard but the odds are too great. 

Mercifully the final hooter sounds. The scoreline is suited to one 
of the matches played earlier in the week when the goals were smalier 
and circular. The local fans are ecstatic. Their heroes have won with 
eee’s. 
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
